LL history Is the story of the dom inating men and women who took 
up sc much of its space. 
Of all sorts and conditions thc.se person­ 
alities have been! 
Some had royal blood running in their veins, some 
had peasant bluud, some boasted of a mixed blood. — and some noel 
hardly enough bloxl at all to carry them around 
But history baa. .some­ 
thing to say about each. 
All outstanding figures, since Time began, have been feeders to a 
greater or less degree —* tnat is, people who gave- .something of themselves 
in exchange for som ething that their followers might return to them . 
Tor instance, he who seeks only for power is nd|: particular as to the 
m ethods by which he attains th a t power. 
He may be a feeder of lies 
and intrigue and promises that he has no idea of fulfilling. 
On lite other hand, there have been great feeders — artists, poets, 
writers, scientists, inventors, whose intense natures have wished fore­ 
most to benefit hum anity, and to bring nourishm ent to the hum an soul. 
How beloved are those books which we keep close to us th a t bring p e a c e , 
comfort, and pleasant happiness, and which so satisfy the hunger in 
our hearts. 
We look to the writers oi the Bible, and to such famous authors as 
M ontaigne, Shakespeare, Milton, Emerson, Thoreau, Grey, and hosts of 
others, whose writings are food to the mind, satisfying hungers of endless 
varieties, and reaching out to benefit all nationalities, no m atter where 
located. The feeding m ind is a world m ind — conscious only of an un­ 
dying desire to put good into the world th a t will breed endlessly. 
W hat you do may be very little in your own estim ation, but even a 
candle throws a long light upon a very black night. W hat you m ay say 
or clo may seem trivial — but not to one deep in despair, full of sorrow 
or hurts, or floundering with the richness of opportunity near a t hand. 
In one of my books Is a lovely drawing of Millet, the French artist, of 
a m other feeding a chile from a sjxx>n. 
Perhaps a porridge of some 
kind, but from the eager eyes cl the m other and the trustful eyes of the 
child an invisible food is being fed — one rich in the clem ents of love, 
hope and faith. 
Stephen Crane once walked about ten m ites in New York City to 
bffirow. from a noted m an, sufficient to get him som ething to e a t and 
to give him enough money to have Hie story that later m ade him famous 
typed for the printer. 
But his friend so overwhelmed him with praise 
and encouragement, alter reading what he had written, th a t Crane didn’t 
have the courage to ask for any money, and so went back to Ills room 
through tile rain. 
Apparently ne was hungrier in h eart than in body.

MEN TO ARMY 


Helsinki. Dec. 20 (AP) — FTnland 
today called all men of 40 years of 
age to m ilitary service, for the first 
tim e going outside the normal classes 
of reservists. 
The men called were instructed to 
report by December 26 with a t least 
a three days’ food supply. 
All the regular reserves laid been 
called by December 16. 
Russian aerial activity increased 
as tor the second successive day 
laternatlng sunshine and protecting 
clouds aided the bombing planes. 
Air raid alarm s were .sounded this 
m orning in many cities of southern 
Finland, including Helsinki. The all 
clear signal came IO m inutes later.

The informant stated that in the 


last tense hours before the German 
raldei acceded to Uruguay's depar- 
ture order Sunday, the United States 
assumed a leading role in the firm 
stand taken by representatives of 
the Washington, Buenos Aires and 
Rio DC Janeiro governments in a 
meeting here. 


It was explained that force, had 


its use been necessary, would have 
involved the American nations con- 
cerned in putting teeth into the neu- 
trality declaration of the Panama 
conference, which on October 3 
warned belligerents away from the 
coasts in a wide belt reaching from 
Maine to Cape Horn and back up 
to Alaska. 


Meantime, in Buenos Aires, land- 


locked lile in the Argentine interior 
became the lot of the Admiral Graf 
Slice's crew, interned there for dura- 
tion of the war in Europe. 


President Robert M. Ortts. of the 


Argentine, decreed Tuesday night

The Christiana Riot 


A Prelude to the Civil War 


By WILLIAM C. STORKICK 
WHILE the fir.st battle of Bull 
Run. fought on July 21. 1861, 
was the first great battle of the Civil I 
war. a prelude to it was fought on 
the eleventh day of September 1851. 
near the town of Christiana. L an­ 
caster county. Pennsylvania, on a 
farm then owned by Levi Pownell 
and Is historically known as “The 
Christiana Riot." 
The passage of the Fugitive Slave J 
Law in 1850 caused the people of the 
North to believe that slavery would 
be the cause of fraternal strife or the 
dismemberment of the Union.

law provided for the arrest and re- j 
turn of fugitive slaves by the judg- ; 
ment of a commissioner appointed j 
under the law. who received a double , 
fee if he remanded the alleged slave 
back to slavery and his officers were 
empowered to summon the people 
to aid in the arrest of the fugitive. | 
Any one who permitted a slave to I 
rem ain on his premises was required 
to surrender him to his pursuers or j 
be held liable to civil action for 
damages if the slave escaped. 
Underground Railroad 
Tile underground railroad, as it j 
was known in the section north of 1 
the Mason and Dixon line afforded 
protection and a means of escape to . 
many, who wore able to elude their I 
pursuers, while others were captured I 
and returned to their owners after | 
suffering great hardships in trying j

Christiana was a Quaker commu- 
nity th at was opposed to the slave I 
system, and therefore many slaves J 
who had eluded their pursuers were 
given protection and shelter there.

Padgett learned th at 
several slaves belonging to Edward

and .several others directed by Con­ 
stable Kline were discovered hidden 
in the bushes near the residence of 
William Parker, a free colored m an. 
They also were seen by another col­ 
ored m an who was leaving the P ark ­ 
er house on his way to work. 
On 
seeing the approach of the slave 
hunters he hurriedly returned to the 
Parker house. 
The constable and 
his party moved up and entered the 
Parker house. 
Meanwhile, the ne­ 
groes retreated to the upper floor 
and sounded an alarm by blowing a 
horn. 
Several shots were fired by 
the assailants without effect. 
G or­ 
such then demanded the surrender 
of his slaves, who he claimed were 
hidden in the house. 
His dem and 
was answered by the assurance th at 
they would never be taken alive. 
While this parley was under way a 
large number of negroes on hearing 
the sound of the horn hurried to the 
scene of the trouble armed with guns 
and clubs and halted in the wood:; 
nearby waiting the need of action. 
Gorsuch and hts party were warned 
to leave, being assured it would be 
a battle to the death if he persisted 
in the capture of the fugitives.

While the parley was under w ay,1 
two Quaker residents of the com­ 
munity, Caster Hanway and Elias 
Lewis, arrived on the scene of the i 
trouble and hoped to persuade G or­ 
such and his party, as well as the 
negroes from enacting a scene of J 
bloodshed. 
Constable Kline acting 
as deputy m arshal, ordered Hanway 
and Lewis to assist in the capture of 
the fugitive slaves, but, they refused 
lo do this. 


Persuasion Fails 
Gorsuch s son tried to persuade 
his father to give up the contest, but j 
without effect. 
Hanway and Lewis 
on finding they could not bring 
about a peaceful settlem ent departed I 
after making another plea for peace. 
Soon after they left one of the I 
negroes 
attem pted 
to 
leave

house. He was intercepted by G or­ 
such who pointed his revolver at 
him. 
He urged Gorsuch to leave 
and pushed him aside and passed 
cut. Gorsuch fired at the negro and 
was joined by his son. The negroes j 


then fired and killed Gorsuch and 
wounded his son but not seriously. 
A num ber of negroes were wounded. 
The dead body of Gorsuch who had 
come to capture his slaves was sent 
home. and his son was cared for 
until he was able to return. He was 
cared for by Parker himself in his 
house where the tragedy occurred.

A y a conclusion of the incident, 
* * Hanway. Lewis and some others 
mostly negroes were arrested on tile 
charge high treason and levying war 
against the United States.

were denied bail and were im pris­ 
oned from the eleventh of Septem ­ 
ber until they were brought up for 
trial in the U nited States court at 
Philadelphia on the 24th day of No­ 
vember, 1851.

But having done what he 
deemed his duty, he instructed the 
jury th a t as a m atter of law. tile 
acts of the defendants did not “rise 
to the dignity of treason or a levy 
of war against the United States."

Gorsuch and his party were warned 
to leave, being assured it would be 
a battle to the death if he persisted 
in the capture of the fugitives. 


, While the parl/sy was under way, 
two Quaker, residents or the:com- 
munity; Caster Hanway (»nd Elias 
Lewis, arrived on the scone of the 
trouble and hoped to persuade Gor- 
such and Ms party, ns well as the 
negroes from exacting a scene of 
bloodshed.

as deputy marshal, ordered Hanway 
snd Lewis to assist in the capture of 
the fugitive slaves, but, they refused 
13 do this. 


Persuasion Fails

He was intercepted by Gor- 
uch who pointed his revolver at 
m. 
He urged Gorsuch to leave 


id pushed him aside and passed 
ut. Oorsuch fired at the negro and 
as joined by his son. The negroes 


then fired and killed Gorsuch' and 
wounded his son but not seriously. 
A- number of negroes were wounded. 
The defid body of Gorsuch 'who had 
come,to jcapture his slaves was sent 
•home!-.and his son was cared for 
until he was able to return. He was 
cued for by Parker himself in his 
house where the tragedy occurred.

S a conclusion - of the .incident, 


Hanway. Lewis and some others 


mostly negroes were arrested on the 
charge high treason and levying war 
against the United States. 
They 


were denied bail and were impris- 
or.ed from the eleventh of Septem- 
ber until they were brought up for 
trial in the United Slates court at 
Philadelphia on the 24th day. of No- 
vember, 1851. An entire,, .week was 
spent in obtaining a jury:. .The, pre- 
siding judge was Judge 
Green. 


Thaddcns Stevens. John M. Reed, 
Theodore C-.Cuy!er and Joseph J. 
Lewis conducted the defense, while 
.district.attorney, John W. Ashmead, 


was assisted by the attorney general 
of Maryland and James Cooper rep- 
resented the prosecution. The trial 
covered a period of three weeks. Lu- 
cretia Mott, a well known Quaker 
woman attended every day. At the 
end of the trial Judge Green deliv- 
ered a lecture against fanatics and 
demagogues who stirred up feeling 
against, and counseled forcible op- 
position to the laws of the United 
States. But having done what he 
deemed his duty, he instructed the 
jury that as a matter of law. the 
acts of the defendants did not "rise 
IL- the dignity of treason or a levy 
of war against the United States." 
His directed verdict acquitted them, 
in conformity to this ruling the jury 
returned a verdict of "not guilty."
